Experienced physicians 
have too often seen someone oper­ 
ated on for appendicitis when in 
truth the troub le was pneumonia 
away up in the chest. 
But even the most intelligent pa­ 
tients give up the idea only under 
duress. In fact we have a paint­ 
ing made b y Alb recht Dü rer, who 
must b e considered intelligent, 
which he sent to his doctor show­ 
ing himself pointing to the exact 
spot where he had the pain. 


Weakness a Symptom 
Weakness, which is n >;t to pain 
the commonest .symptom of the 
human race, is usually localized 
b y the patient in the nervous sys­ 
tem. But this is a very incomplete 
concept of so complex a symptom. 
There is a growing tendency 
among medical scientists to regard 
the b ody as a unit, as a whole 
rather than a collection of parts. 
W’e used to think of heart dis­ 
ease as a disease of the heart, and 
kidney disease as a di ease of the 
kidney, and goitre as a disease of 
the thyroid gland. But more and 
more we have come to see that in 
most diseases the whole b ody is 
sick, and it must b e regarded and 
treated as a who!« *. Thus the re- 
eetion of the b ody which typifies 
this b est is that general b odily 
feeling of weakness. 
Whole Organism Affected 
It is, for instance, a typical 
symptom of heart disease. It orig­ 
inates in this case in the muscles 
necar.se they do not get enough 
food—b ecause the circulation is 
deficient. We learn then that heart 
(hsease is of no consequence so 
long as it is local (such as a valvu­ 
lar defect only), that it onlv b c- 


comes of moment when the heart 
muscle is diseased and all the 
b lood vessels are also affected. 
Then the circulation is deficient in 
the muscles and oxygen exchange 
in the lungs is lowered and the 
entire organism is out of kilter. 
In my youth wc U3ed to hear of 
Bright’s disease, and everyb ody 
knew it was due to disease in the 
kidneys and in the kidneys alone. 
But the present conception of kid­ 
ney disease, of nephritis, is that 
the kidneys are di. cased only as 
part of a general process—the 
eyes are usually quite as much 
involved as the kidneys, every 
group of little capillary b lood ves­ 
sels b eing involved just a 5? much 
as the capillaries in the kidney. 
Even cancer, which is so often 
regarded as a purely local disease, 
may realty originate from a gen­ 
eral b odily derangement which 
manifests itself only at the site 
where the cancer b egins to grow. 
In fact, certain cancers of the 
b one have proved to b e due to dis­ 
turb ances of one group of the duct­ 
less glands, the parathyroids. 


QUESTIONS \ND ANSWERS 
U. G. W.:—“I have a discharge 
in my ear and it runs over once 
in a while, ft seems to b e wax. 
I have tried sweet oil and other 
remedies. It gives me a great deal 
of b other. What should I do?” 
Answer—W ax in the ear may 
b e a very simple prob lem, b ut it 
also may b e very complicated and 
dangerous. In the early stages, 
your treatment is quite logical, b ut 
when the wax gets hard, it may 
b ecome almost like stone and the 
use of sweet oil will not move it. 
I really think you need a doctor 
who can take an ear speculum and 
look in and detach the hard wax.

In fact we have a p ain t­ 
ing made by A lbrecht D iircr, who 
m ust be considered intelligent, 
which he sent to Ins doctor show­ 
ing him self pointing to the exact 
spot where he had the pain. 


W eakness a Symptom 
W eakness, which is next to pain 
thy commonest symptom of the 
human race, is usually localized 
by the p a tie n t in the nervous sys­ 
tem. B ut this is a very incomplete 
concept of so complex a symptom. 
There is a growing tendency 
am ong medical scientists to regard 
the body as a unit, as a whole 
rath e r than a collection of parts. 
We used to think of heart dis­ 
ease as a disease of tile heart, and 
kidney disease as a disease of the 
kidney, and goitre as a disease of 
the thyroid gland. But more and 
more we have come to see th at in 
most diseases the whole body is 
sick, and it m ust be regarded and 
treated as a whole. Thus the re­ 
action of the body which typifies 
this best is th a t general bodily 
feeling of weakness. 
Whole O rganism Affected 
It is, for instance, a typical 
symptom of heart disease. It orig­ 
inates in this case in the muscles 
" ■cause they do not get enough 
: ood- because the circulation is 
Efficient. We learn then th a t heart 
disease is of no consequence so 
long as it is local (such as a valvu­ 
lar defect only), th a t it only be­ 


comes of moment when the h eart 
muscle is diseased and all the 
blood vessels are also affected. 
Then the circulation is deficient in 
the muscles and oxygen exchange 
in the lungs is lowered and the 
entire organism is out of kilter. 
In my youth we used to hear of 
B right’s disease, and everybody 
knew it was due to disease in the 
kidneys and in the kidneys alone. 
But the present conception of kid­ 
ney discase, of nephritis, is th at 
the kidneys are diseased only as 
p art of a general process—the 
oyes are usually quite as much 
involved as the kidneys, every 
group of little capillary blood ves­ 
sels being involved ju st as much 
as the capillaries in the kidney. 
Even cancer, which is so often 
regarded as a purely local discase, 
may really originate from a gen­ 
eral bodily derangem ent which 
m anifests itself only a t the site 
where the cancer begins to grow. 
In fact, certain cancers of the 
bone have proved to be due to dis­ 
turbances of one group of the duct­ 
less glands, the parathyroids. 


QUESTIONS W D ANSWERS 
U. G. W .:—“I have a discharge 
in my ear and it runs over once 
in a while. It seems to be wax. 
I have tried sweet oil and other 
remedies. It gives me a g rea t deal 
of bother. W hat should I d o ?” 
A nsw er—Wax in the ear may 
be a very simple problem , but it 
also m ay be very com plicated and 
dangerous. In the early stages, 
your treatm ent is quite logical, but 
when the wax gets hard, it may 
become alm ost like stone and the 
use of sw eet oil will not move it. 
I really think you need a doctor 
who can take an ear speculum end 
look in and detach the hard wax.
